Washington. Dec. 2.—Poised for Im¬ 
mediate action, the United States Con¬ 
gress to-day received from President 
Hoover a recommendation that unem¬ 
ployment and drought relief legislation 
be given priority. 

The annual presidential message was 
read first in the House, the member¬ 
ship listening attentively to the ad¬ 
ministration's programme for prompt 
relief and disposal of unfinished busi¬ 
ness, Including the controversial Muscle 
Shoals bill. 

ROAD WORK 

Authority to make Increased tem¬ 
porary advances for federal road aid 
waa asked by the President, together 
with a request for $150,000,000 to ex¬ 
pedite construction and provide work. 

"Such action." the President stud, 
“will imply an expenditure of over 
8950.000.000 during the next twelve 
months." 

Republicans and democrats, already 
pledged to a bi-partisan emergency re¬ 
lief programme by their leaders, vied 
with one another In putting forward 
measures to carry It Into effect. No 
figure waa mentioned In connection 
with drought relief, but Senator Robin- 
son. of Arkansas.

T here is a strange contrast be-

THE EFFECT OF THE NEW TARIFF 


A t the annual meeting of one 

of Canada’s most important banking institu¬ 
tions yesterday, its president said “there is an in¬ 
creasing recognition in Canada of the wisdom of 
trading with those who are willing to trad* with us, 
and that principle would find a very practical ex¬ 
pression under a system of reciprocal preferences with 
the United Kingdom.” He thought that although 
these might be started in a small way, they “would 
undoubtedly lead to impressive results in regard to 
the future trade of both countries.’* 

In his bank's business summary the following 
passage appears: “The value of Canada's foreign 
trade in October sharply declined compared with the 
corresponding period last year. The decrease 
amounted to $77.236,000. imports accounting for 
$40.1 16,000 and exports for $37,120,000’’—very 
nearly an even break in buying and selling. The 
paragraph is followed immediately by this: “The 
month was the first in which the tariff revision up¬ 
ward, made in September, 'came into full play, and 
to tlie higher duties may be attributed some of the 
falling off in imports.'* 

It is to repeat the obvious to say that if a country 
is to sell she must be prepared to buy : but there are 
some who either refuse to accept this economic axiom 
or merely ignore it when it suits their political pur¬ 
pose. It will be observed that the bank president re¬ 
ferred to “reciprocal preferences with the United 
Kingdom’* in a very general way. As a banker, of 
course, he is familiar with the inexorable law of sup¬ 
ply and demand, recognizing that iif trade expansion 
the banking business must share. The bank's survey, 
however, shows that in one month of higher tariffs 
trade fell off $77,236,000, almost evenly divided be¬ 
tween sales and purchases. We bought less, conse¬ 
quently we sold less. Will this be called good busi¬ 
ness, an advertisement for the new Bennett tariff? 
.We do not thmk so. 

_As to Canada's trade relations with Great 

Britain* incidentally, it would seem to be fair to take 
the long view of the exchange in any criticism of Bri¬ 
tain's disinclination to tax foreign food to give 
Canadian foodstuffs a preference in her market. Of¬ 
ficial statistics show that in the ten years from 1021 
to 1930, inclusive, our^sales to the United'King¬ 
dom total '$3,825,88^049. while our purchases 
from that quarter amounted to $1,151,446,729. 
Here we have in ten years a balance of trade in our 
favor of $2,151,446,729. an average margin on the 
right side of a lit lie more than $200,000,000 a year. 
Surely Canada has not been faring badly. 

Mr. Bennett went to the Imperial Conference 
with a mandate from the Canadian people to bargain 
for better trade terms. Ho presented his proposal in 
fhe plainest of language. It was not acccpftyi' He 
could not help that. Meanwhile the higher duties 
against British goods have gone into effect. Part 
of the shrinkage of the Dominion's business in October 
is accounted for by reduced buying and selling be¬ 
tween this country and the United Kingdom as a 
result of these higher duties.

W HERE IS THE CANADIAN PIG) 

This is not * flippant inquiry. It is a serious 
question asked by The Ottawa Journal. Our con¬ 
temporary reminds us that in 1927 Canada exported 
♦25,000,000 worth of pork and pork products. ITe 
total value of exports of the same products last year 
was *8.350.000. and it is feared it may fall below 
the .*5,000.000 this year. 

The virtual disappearance of what used to he 
a fine export business is serious enough in itself; but 
we are actually importing pork and even lard. It is 
expected that $4,000,000 will be our bill for these 
products this year. I hese facts suggest that if %pie 
of the western farmers want to make up for losses in 
wheat, they might do a good deal worse than help 
to produce bacon and butler on a much bigger Kale 
than the country is producing it at present. 

Time was when Canadian bacon, cheese and 
butter found large and ready sales in Great Britam. 
They earned a reputation with the British consumer. 
But uncertain supplies turned Old Country buyers 
back to Denmark and other nearby countries. Yet 
it ought not to be impossible to recapture this market.

C ONSIDERABLE SPACE HAS BEEN DE- 

voted by the press of the Old World to tlie 
recent visit of Premier Venizelos of Greece to Presi¬ 
dent Mustafa Kemal Pasha of Turkey. It was un¬ 
dertaken in connection with the treaty of amity nego¬ 
tiated between the two countries last summer. The 
event is described as markmg the end of five cen¬ 
turies of feud. 

The fixing of this real of friendship between 
Greece and Turkey suggests to The London Daily 
I clegraph a “triumph of good Knse and political 
realism over an overwhelming and quite recently re¬ 
freshed tradition of national and racial hatred." A 
few years ago. of course, an official visit of a Greek 
Prime Minister to the Turkish capital was unimag¬ 
inable; not since Greece threw off the yoke of the 
Spltans had there been such an event. 

The press of Athens i, enthusiastic over the 
mission of the Prime Minister and its effect upon 
Balkan relations generally. One journal asks: 
"What have we Greeks and Turks accomplished 
in the many years of our bloody strife) Being men 
of the present and having the mentality of present- 
day civilization, we are almost ashamed to recall our 
deeds. The mutual struggle between Greece and 
Turkey has profited no one. This struggle, while 
it always made corpses of us both, gave to third 
parties the chance to enrich themselves at our mutual 
expense, but no more. Mustafa Kemal has seen the 
light in Turkey. Venizelos has seen it in Greece. 
And the present rapprochement is the result of their 
understanding of existing realities." 

The phrase, “w e ere almost ashamed to recall 
our deeds," is a potent one. Only the other day 
former German solders met at the same banquet table 
in Toronto and swapped war stories with former 
members of the Canadian Expeditionary Force. Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, of Graf Zeppelin fame, recently 
walked in solemn procession through the streets of 
London behind the coffins containing the mortal re¬ 
mains of the victims of the R-I0I disaster. The 
boys of ten Cerrnan Rotarians last summer spent a 
holiday as the guests of ten British Rotarians.
